President emphasized, however, the 
desire of the United States to promote all 
peaceful intercourse through promotion of 
shipping, alrways and highways, and called 
attention to his request to Congress for 
permission to assign American engineers 
to advisory work in the other republics of 
the two continents; and coupled with it 
the declaration that there is no intention 
in this hemisphere for any nation to build 
up a military establishment to overawe or 


subjugate ite neighbors. All nations of the | 


Americas, he said, are determined to ad 
just their differences justly and equitably, 
without resort to force. 

In these utterances the President un- 
doubtedly voiced the sentiment of the 
American people, and his words are entitled 
to be taken at their face value. In proof 
of their Sincerity might be cited the Mexi- 
can situation, now so happily on its way to 
solution; it was dealt with throughout 
without even the utterance of a threat. The 
pledge be gave will not be repudiated; and 
it makes the adoption of any such resolu- 
tion as the one suggested quite unneces- 
sary. 

This emphasis upon peace pervaded the 


Whole of his tpeech. “The republics south 


of the Rio Grande,” he said, “have pro- 
duced a most impressive record of a resort 
to mediation, arbitration and other peace- 
ful methods of the adjustment and adjudi- 
cation of their international differences. A 
study of their treaties will disclose some 
the Onest.exampies of mutual covenants 
for the limitation of armaments and the 
avoidance of hostile conflict. In the discov- 
ery of the true principles of international 
relations, and in the practical ability of 
putting them into effect, they have demon- 
strated a moral power and strength of 
character for which the whole world should 
be profoundly graieful.” 

This has the ring of something more 
than praise of Pan-America. It may have 
been itutended for Puropean ears, a tactful 
suggestion that such methods might well 
be studied, at least, elsewhere. 

In listing the forces which are binding 
the American republics in closer relations, 
the President took occasion to disclaim any 
desire to force institutions or customs into 
general conformity to any one standard. 

“It is not desirable,” he said, “that we 
should attempt to be all alike. Progress is 
not secured through uniformity and simi- 
larity, but rather through multiplicity and 
diversity .. . Imetead of considering 
our variations as an obstacle, we ought to 
realize that they are a contribution to har- 
monious political and economic relations.” 

What followed will be taken by under- 
standing readers to be comment upon the 
recent Hearst attempt, by means of forged 
documents, to embroil Mexico and the 
United States. The President may or may 
not have had Hearst in mind, but if not he 
must at least have been thinking of Hearst- 
ism when he said: 

In this great work of furthering in- 
terAmerican understanding a large re- 
sponsibility rests upon the press of al! 
countries. in our present stage of 
civilization, knowledge of foreign peo- 
ple is almost wholly supplied from that 
source. By misinterpreting facts, or 
by carelessness in presenting them in a 
true light, much damage can be done.” 
The rebuke, if it was 80 intended, was a 

merited one. 

But the importance of the President's 
‘speech lay in the whole-hearted desire it 
expressed that the United States be re- 
garded, not in the light of an overbearing 
neighbor, but as a true member of the 
American family of nations, with many 
problems in common with them and work- 


“Our most sacred trust has been, and is, 
the establishment and expansion of the 
principle of democracy,” said the President. 
In these words he pointed out a tie more 
binding than race, or language, or ante 
cedent history. |

MIGHTY GENIUS 

Mirabeau said of Franklin, the 222d 
anniversary of whose birth is celebrated 
by many American societies today, ‘hat 
“antiquity would have raised altars to. this 
mighty genius.” But while there are Frank- 
lin statues in many of our cities, the only 
altars to him are in the hearts of those 
who appreciate his services to mankind at 
large and to our great republic. 

The French Mirabeau, like others of his 
countrymen, always was ready to pay 
tribute to our noble diplomat and philoso- 
pher. In France, as in America, Benjamin 
Franklin, at his apogee, was fairly idol- 
ised. He even set the fashions in men's 
dress in Paris, an honor accorded to no 
American before or since the days of the 
sixteenth Louis, who, as a result of Frank- 
lin’s pleading, pledged his aid to the Ameri- 
can revolution and backed that pledge w'th 
26,000,000 francs in gold. 

Long before his death, in 1790, Frank- 
lin, the former impecunious printer boy, 
became one of the most distinguished men 
in the world. He was a member of nearly 
every society of learning in Europe, and 
held many offices of trust in his own coun. 
try. It is a noteworthy fact that though 
he rendered services of incalculable val e 
to America he never sought nor received 
any pecuniary reward. His books brought 
him little compared to what works of such 
literary and moral value would bring n 
these times. Nor did he reap much material 
profit from his inventions, among which 
were the lightning rod and the harmonica, 
still in common use by a world which drob- 
ably has received as much benefit from his 
philosophy as from his science.
